W ashington, April 18 .—This gov ern­ 
ment is confronted by th e most seri­ 
ou s qu estion that y et has arisen be­ 
tween th e two cou ntries as a resu ’t 
o f the battle waged at Agu a Prieta by 
Mex ican troops. 
The formal warning 
of the United States against the fu r­ 
ther jeopard izing of American liv es 
o n this sid e of the bord er line was d is­ 
regard ed in Mond ay ’s engagement, and 
bu llets from Mex ican rifles again en­ 
tered the town of Dou glas, Ariz., 
wou nd ing sev eral Americans. 
The United States gov ernment now 
finds itself in this position: 
It has 
serv ed notice on Mex ico th at the oc­ 
cu rrences of April 13 at Dou glas, in 
which two Americans lost th eir liv es 
and elev en were wou nd ed , mu st not be 
repeated . 
The Mex ican gov ernment 
has not y et replied to these forcefu l 
representations, and in the meantime 
American liv es on American soil hav e 
again been jeopard ized by the firing of 
Mex ican rifles. 
Mr. Taft and his ad v isers hav e prac­ 
tically ex hou sted th eir powers in hand ­ 
ing th e situ ation, and if any thing is 
to be d one to back u p the warning of 
th e United States, it will hav e to come 
from congress. 
The presid ent’s ad ­ 
v isers hav e mad e it plain th at Mr. 
Taft will not ord er a single American 
sold ier across the bord er u nless he is 
d irected to d o so by congress. 
That Presid ent Taft fears th at it 
may he necessary for him to ord er 
American troops across the bord er 
and th at he is apprehensiv e th at it 
may be necessary u ltimately for the 
United States to interv ene in rev olu ­ 
tion-rid d en Mex ico, is ind icated in a 
telegram sent by the presid ent to Gov ­ 
ernor Sloan of Arizona in reply to a 
telegram from the gov ernor, who wired 
th at fiv e persons in Dou glas were 
wou nd ed d u ring the fight, and asked 
if any thing cou ld be d one to reliev e 
the situ ation. 
The presid ent in reply said th at the 
situ ation might ju stify him in ord er­ 
ing troops across the bord er and at­ 
tem pt to stop the fighting, or to fire 
u pon both combatants from the Amer­ 
ican sid e, bu t if he took this step he 
mu st face the possibility of resist­ 
ance and greater blood shed and also 
th e d anger of hav ing ou r motiv es mis­ 
constru ed and m isrepresented and of 
inflaming the Mex ican people against 
many thou sand s of Americans now in 
Mex ico and jeopard izing th eir liv es 
and property . 
“The pressu re for general Interv en­ 
tion u nd er su ch cond itions,” he said , 
“might not be practical to resist. It is 
impossible to foresee or reckon the 
consequ ences of su ch a cou rse, and 
we m u st u se th e greatest self-restraint 
to av oid it. 
Pend ing my u rgent rep­ 
resentations to th e Mex ican gov ern­ 
ment, I cannot, therefore, ord er the 
troops at Dou glas to cross the bor­ 
d er.”

Oscar K. Goll of Tombstone, a news­ 
paper man, was shot in the sid e of the 
head on f ou rth street. The bu llet cu t 
& long gash in the scalp along the sid e 
of his head . Ru llets stru ck resid ences 
on Fifth and Eighth streets. The fam­ 
ilies mov ed ou t. Colonel Shu nk, com­ 
mand ing the American troops, said he 
cou ld not d o any thing abou t it, hav ing 
no ord ers from Washington. 
Gov er­ 
nor Sloan of Arizona was on the in­ 
ternational line d u ring the fighting. 
He got the cav alry to d riv e hack two 
thou sand American and Mex ican men, 
women and child ren, inclu d ing many 
mothers with babies in go-carts, from 
the d anger zone.

dictment was read by the pro secuto r, 
charging Heidemann with slaying the 
child. Heidemann co v ered his face 
with his handkerchief and bo th hands 
and wept audibly. 
The detectiv e who fo r fo ur mo nths 
was the co mpanio n o f Heidemann, 
seeking to secure a co nfessio n, wras 
Charles Neumeister, an educated Ger­ 
man, impo rted fo r the jo b. 
He made 
Heidemann’s acquaintance so o n after 
he arriv ed in New Yo rk and remained 
with him day and night thereafter un­ 
til his arrest at Red Rank March 15, 
after Heidemann 
had 
to ld o f the 
crimes he had co mmitted, including 
the murder o f Marie Smith. This co n­ 
fessio n was taken do wn steno graph­ 
ically by a detectiv e o n the o ppo site 
side o f a thin partitio n. 
Fo ur physicians to ld o f the co ndi­ 
tio n o f the bo dy, declaring that either 
strangulatio n o r a fractured skull fro m 
a blo w in the back o f the head might 
hav e caused death.
